The White House Labor day statement said 
nothing about current sales of United States 
Savings bonds—the investment pregram for 
many thousands ef American familie$ for years. 


"‘Dhese are\the bonds that pay 3 per cent when

The reason is that many buyers 
have decided that these bonds, now outstanding 
to the extent of 4) billion dollars, are no lenger 
the attractive investment they have been in less 
inflationary times. 

Were the United States not still. spending 
many billions on defense at home and abroad 
and were our population not steadily increasing 
our danger signs would be far more obvious 
than they are. 

This subject of the nation’s economy is one 
that meeds serious, thoughtful, honest analysis 
and discussion. One of the benefits of the 1956 
presidential campaign ought to be just that kind 
of education of the people on its pluses—and 
its minuses. 
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Traffic Shadow on Missouri 


Missouri motorists must bear the stigma of 
having a record for the state in traffic deaths 
fer the Labor day end. The toll for the 
state stands at 22. This puts Missouri in fifth 
place nationally. Only Texas, New York, Cali- 
fornia and Ohio, far more populous states, ex- 
ceeded Missouri this year. 

‘The national situation, in contrast with Mis- 
souri, is encouraging. Instead of 480 deaths 
as predicted by the National Safety Council, only 
424 had been reported. illinois, which has far 
more than twice the population of Missouri, had 
one less traffic death than did Missouri. 

Yet Missouri’s State Highway Patrol and its 
National Guartismen played a major part in 
the patrol of the state’s roads and highways. It 
may be that a study of Missouri's sad traffic 
figures and the methods that were used—and 
possibly those that were not used—will reveal 
some weakness in traffic handling. Those who 
are in authority sheuld have something to re- 
port. And every surviving motorist in Missouri 
can at least resolve to do all that he can to drive 
safely himself. 
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All White and No Gate 


In a back-handed way we agree with the spe- 
cial session of the Lewisiana Legislature which 
tabled a bill to exempt New Orleans sports 
events from the state's law forbidding the meet- 
ing of racially-mixed teams. 

The measure was introduced on behalf of the 
New Orleans Sugar Bowl people by a former 
Tulane foetballer. He said that under the sports 
segregation law New Orleans is unable to attract 
college teams from the East, North and West 
te its football and basketball spectacles. This 
means the loss of a tourist attraction, not to men- 
tion about $125,000 in radio and television earn- 
ings—since, it seems, no sponsors are interested 
in a de luxe South vs. South attraction. 

But the Louisiana legislators refused te modi- 
fy their all-white, no-gate sports law. After ail, 
New Orleans folks are state voters, too. If the 
state wants to make a spectacle of itself, why 
deprive them of their part in the sad show for 
the sake of a spectacle of their own? 


Testing Time for Pollsters 

This is net the season when the voice of the 
turtle is heard in the land, but when the crease 
of worry appears on the brow. It marks the ap- 
proach of the time of testing for the pollsters, 
the time when recollections of both 1948 and of 
the Literary Digest grow sharp again. 

Poll-takers are only human, says Prof. Robert 
Ferber of the Bureau of Economic and Business 
Research of the University of Illinois. So they 
often record the opinions of people who know 
little about an issue. When such people do get 
some information—as they may in a political 
campaign—they are liable to change their opin- 
ions without sending the poli-taker a postcard. 

There is also the risk of misphrasing a ques- 
tion—of asking, for example, which candidate a 
“sample” expects to win, instead, of which one 
the “sample” intends to vote for. Or the poll- 
taker may approach the wrong people. One can 
dip a test-tube into the sea anywhere and come 
up with salt water, but the opinions of a se- 
lected group may not bear a proportionate rela- 
tion to the opinions of all the people. 

Especially since 1948, the pollsters have sought 
to protect their methods against mischance. But 
they are not yet so perfect that elections have 
become unnecessary except as confirmations of 
the accuracy of the preliminary samplings. The 
pollsters know this, and those whe read the poll 
results might do well to keep it in mind. Caveat! 

Neither ouija board, crystal globe, horoscope 
or opinion poli can be safely offered with a 100 
per cent, money-back guarantee. 

But the polls are interesting. A good bit of 
the fun is in seeing how close they come to the 
nail’s head. They are fun, that is, for everybody 
but the pollsters who now wonder whether they

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Triple Play in India 

A significant step forward in American-Indian 
relations has been taken with the signing of an 
agreement for the largest single sale of surplus 
farm products in that country. 

Over the next three years, the United States 
will ship $360,000,000 worth of wheat, dairy 
products, cottem, rice and tobacco to India. 
These will be paid for in rupees which the 
United States' will spend in India, 80 per cent 
for economic development projects, the rest for 
opening farm markets to American products and 
paying U.S. expenses in India. i 

Thus we are disposing ef burdensome farm 
surpluses, India is obtaining food reserves for 
use against famine or inflation, and capital is 
being made available in India for vitally needed 
economic development. It should be a rewarding 
triple play. Here is the kind of policy former 
Ambassador John Sherman Cooper was talking 
about when, in a recent speech at San Francisco, 
he urged warm and understanding American 
support for India’s national development plan. 

Mr. Cooper, who reluctantly resigned as am- 
bassador to accept the Administration’s call to 
run for the Senate from Kentucky, said some 
other interesting things in that speech, before 
the World Affairs Council of Northern Califor- 
nia. He indicated quite plainly that he disap- 
proved of our policy of military aid to Pakistan 
and of our failure to stand with India rather 
than Portugal om the Goa question. It is matters 
like these, he suggested, that create difficulty 
in American-Indian relatians. 

Mr. Cooper has been an excellent ambassador 
and we only wish that Secretary of State Dulles 
had paid more attention to him. 


Advice for Martians 

Dr. Gerard P. Kuiper of the University of 
Chicago reports an unusual dust cloud over 
Mars, It is about 300 miles wide and 3000 miles 
long. We think the explanation is obvious.

The Great American Car, with its 
enduring fascination that makes small 
boys out of grown men while lining 
up small boys as future customers, has 
virtually shaped the United States in its 
image. 


51,000,000 Autos on the Road 


It has remodeled cities and changed 
living habits. It has generated a $33,- 
500,000,000 federal highway program 
and in ne small way has been responsi- 
ble for booming sales of the outdoor 
barbecue set and power lawn mower. It 
has put trolley lines and hotels out of 
business and mushroomed a vast com- 
plex of suburban streets and ‘motel 
rows” in their place. 

Since Charles and J. Frank Duryea 
of Springfield, Mass,, designed the first 
American-built gas-propelled vehicle in 
1893, the automobile has exerted a con- 
tinuing drive on the United States econ- 
omy and living patterns that has long 
since outstripped measurement by auto 
sales charts or any other index. 

In the last 10 years, the number of 
autes on United States roads has 
jum 89 per cent, from 28,000,000 to 
51 000; the cars now on the road 
could provide a seat for every United 
States citizen and still have ample room 
for the populations of both Great Brit- 
ain and Italy. 

About 75 per cent of all United States 
families now own at least one car, vs. 
68 per cent in 1948; 10 per cent, or 
three times as many as eight years ago, 
own two or more automobiles. 


Industry Spreads Over 28 States 


Virtually the only automobile statistic 
thet hasn’t grown by leaps and bounds 
is the mumber of car makes. Only 
about a score survive from the list of 
more than 2900 brands from the A.B.C. 
to the Zip, which have been built at 
one time or another in America. 


If automaking is less spread out, in 


terms Of companies, it is vastly larger - 


over-all. It was big enough, in World 
War Il, to turn out one fifth of total 
United States defense production. Its 
277 manufacturing and assembly plants 
today over 28 states (Michigan, 
the “auto state,” builds only a third 
of United States cars) and it still turns

One of the most direct results of this 
powerful four-wheel drive has been the 
fantastic growth of roadside business. 
In 1948, the Department of Commerce 
counted 820 drive-in movie theaters in 
the United States with a year’s take of 
$46,800,000; six years later, the total 
was 3800 with a gross of $229,000,000. 
There are 7800 motels in California 
alone. 

Parking lots are big business. At 
last count (1954), the United States 
had 181,000 service stations doing an an- 
nual business of $11,400,000,000. With- 
out impetus from the automobile, the 
chances are that the huge petroleum 
industry—with such assorted offspring 
as petrechemicals, and cities like Hous- 
ton, Dallas and Tulsa—would never 
have gotten out of the ground. 


St. Louis’s Traffic Signs 


The auto’s greatest impact on the 
United States, however, is its most ob- 
vious one—the simple fact that it has 
permitted Americans to move from 
place to place with more freedom than 
they ever had before. “The automobile 
gave the country mobility,” says K. T. 
Keller, former board chairman of 
Chrysler. “It gave people the opportu- 
nity for physical and social contact.” 

Mobility has not, of course, been an 
undiluted blessing. The National Safe- 
ty Council estimates that United States 
traffic accidents could take a record 
42,000 lives in 1956 and do $1,900,000,- 
000 in property damage. Nearly every 
metropolitan area in the United States 
is wrestling with traffic congestion. 

St. Leouisans contend that their traf- 
fic signs are the ultimate in auto age 
complexity (sample: “NO LEFT 
TURNS, 7-9 am., 46 p.m., Monday, 
Tuesday, Wednesday, Thursday;. 7-9 
am. 49 pm. Friday, Saturday, and 
Sunday; Lights Are On When Left Turn 
Is Prohibited’). The auto has added to 
the smog problem, played hob with ur- 
ban scenery. 

While it has made the cities less at- 
tractive, the automobile has simultane- 
ously provided the means of escape. 
This year, some 75 million Americans 
will travel an average of 1200 miles 
each and spend eight billion dollars on 
automobile vacations. 

United States cities that once grew in 
linear fashion, following the lines of 
railroads, are now spilling out in every 
direction. 


The Cars of Tomorrow 


Where is the Great American Car go- 
ing from here? Automen do have a 
fairly good idea of what the car of the 
future will look like. Harry Chese- 
brough, executive engineer in charge of 
Chrysler Corp. planning and program, 
thinks that autos will fall into three 
basic types in the years ahead: A high- 
way cruiser (largest of the three); a 
more compact “urbanite”’ for use in 
town, and a sports car. 

All will be made of lighter metals. 
with polarized 
glass from the beltiine up, giving pas- 
Ssengers a 360-degree view but still 
maintaining privacy. Most automen 
agree that the gas turbine will appear 
in substantial numebers about 1965. 

The dndustry building these cars will 
probably continue to get more concen- 
trated. The auto market, in contrast, 
will get broader and broader. With the 
growth of population, increased leisure 
time for vacation and weekend travel, 
rising personal income, and the con- 
tinued spread of United States cities, 
there isn’t an automan in Detroit who 
isn’t bursting with optimism about the 
industry's future.

Raw Meat Wholesale ~’ 
THE BUTCHERS, by Leonard Bishop. (Dial, 435 
pgs., $3.95.) Y 
Leonard Bishop has joined the cult 
of fictional violence. In his novel, 
“The Butchers,” he serves raw meat 
to the readers in wholesale portions. 


He endows his hero, young Matt Bén- 
nis, with at skill at street fighting 
and sm respect for Marquess of 
Queens rules and then permits 


him to chop up the rest of the cast at 
his leisure. Bennis responds by leav- 
ing many a beaten body on a rooftop, 
a dark street or a prize ring. a 
Young Matt Bennis resembles Ring 
Lardner’s “Champion,” Harold Rob- 
bins’s Danny Fisher and assorted other 
abrasive characters ef fiction. He deals 
out violence to man or woman, friend 
or foe alike. Armed with the convic- 
tion that whoever is “on top is God 
and next to on top is nobody,” Bennis 
tries to crash his way off relief roles 
and into the heavyweight championship.

+ | $1,500,000,000 DE A L 


BONN, Sept. 4 (AP)—West 
Germany plans to buy one and 
one-half billion dollars worth 
of arms from the United States, 


Defense Ministry officials said 
today. The first order valued 
at $35,700,000 will be placed 
soon, 

The purchases will be spaced 
over a four-year period ending 
in 1960. Substantial arms pur- 
chases in Britain also are being 
considered. 

These weapons will supple- 
ment the $833,000,000 worth o 
heavy equipment the United 
States has promised to supply‘ 
free to Germany's new armed 
forces. 

The United States govern- 
ment will place the orders with 
American firms. West Germany 
will pay cash. 

The arms purchases in the 
United States are expected to 
include large numbers of day 
fighters, fighter-bombers and 
reconnaissance planes.

The treasury reported the re- 
serves fell $129,000,000 in Au- 
gust to $2,276,000,000 — only 


$276,000,000 above what econo- 
mists regard as the danger 
mark. 


The reserves provide the fi- 
nancial backing for the British 
Commonwealth's trading with 
the exception of-Canada. 

The reserves had risen steadily

After living in several pris- 
ons, he was sent to a work camp 
at the Varpalota coal mines and 
managed to escape from there 
with another prisoner and make 
his way'to Austria, Erzsebet
